Effective June 13, 1941, the Civil Air Regulations are amended by. 

1.. Amending section SO. 610 to read as follows^ 

"SO.610 Student. A student pilot shall not operate aircraft for 
hire or carry anyone other than a certificated instructor, A student 
pilot who has n o t f j D w n a n aircraft within 90 days shall not operate air­
craft in solo flight until he has passed a satisfactory flight check 
given by a certificated instructor and that fact has been endorsed on 
his student pilot certificate, 

g. Amending section £0.611 to read as follows: 

"SO, 611 (Unassigned) . "
